Thirty-one years ago last Wednesday the 
gecession convention of Georgia adjourned 
sine die, after the final seasion in Savan- 
mah, and the flush.of war was on the state 
from the blue-topped mountains of historic 
Chicamauga’ to the Atlantic coast line. 

The work Was over, the delegates 
breathed easy. at last and’ went home to the 
bosom of their faiiiilies, Blessed with the 
full. consciousness that a duty well done is 
jts own reward. _ 

Georgia. was free. . 

~ Free from. the oppression of a sectional 
govetninent: free and ready to battle for 
the very principles of freedom upon which 
that Soretament had been originally 
founded. . 

' Years have sped. by: sitice that eventful 
Rey: the smoke of battle and the roar of 
artillery that soon followed have long 
since died away; prejudice and hate have 
flown, and as the battle. clouds are lifted, 
the impartial historian sees clearly and 
with approving eye the incidents and scenes 
of that day’s business. 

But little is heard of the old secession 
days throughout this reunited republic in 
this busy age of industrial progress. The 


Author of the Secession Ordinance, 


Stephens, Cobb, Toombs and the rest— 
whose finger marks are left on that page of 
Georgia history with crowns of universal 
love and veneration have crossed the river 
to join the vast majority, and the others 
who are still alive to tell of those memora- 
ble times are fast following in their foot- 
steps to another world. 

But there is a charm in the very details 
and routine of Georgia’s secession conven- 
tion that still thrills the Georgian heart 
wih a spirit of manliness and courage. 
What fascination to héar one of these old 
Georgians whose hair is now frosted with 
years tell of the intense excitement that 
hovered over this convention hall, when 
their patriotic hearts into the very front 
ranks of war!

The Charleston News and Courier has 
utilized the connections of the Associated 
Press in order to get before the public 
its comments on some editorial remarks 
made by The Constitution.

We referred yesterday to the position 


| of Speaker Crisp in regard to the final 


postponement of the silver bill, and sug- 
gested that criticism of his course must 
necessarily be without knowledge. Mr. 
Bland, who was at first disposed to 
indulge in criticism, has made an explan- 
ation which shows clearly the speaker’s

When it was confidently declared on 
the floor of the house that Mr. Crisp 
would bring in 4 rule to cut off filibuster- 
ing and permit the previous question to 
be called, there was an immediate outcry 
on the part of the Wall street contingent 
against what it called a “gag rule’—a 
protest against “cloture.”

The burning of Sheriff Carnes’s mill and 
ginhouse some months ago, the subsequent 
arrest of the incendiary, then his escape 
from jail, and later his second arrest, in 
which Captain Ennis was fearfully beaten 
up, have all added to the fire that has 
steadily burned in the veins of brave, but 
peaceful people. , 

iThe Limit Reached. 

Yesterday the Italian peddler arrived in 
the city and quickly identified the Rev. 
Griswold as being the negro who shot and 
robbed him near here. It is Supposed, 
therefore, that Griswold was equally 
wanted ‘by the mob, and that Jesse James, 
the negro who burned the mill and gin, 
and the two supposed murderers of Mrs. 
Leonard were to be swung as an object 
lesson to others of their stripe. 

The jailgdoor was broken in and every 
other effort was made to get the prisoners, 
but Captain Ennis had been given a warn- 
ing of the programme, and had removed 
them, It is stated that he had them all 
chained and locked together under guard 
in & swamp near here. They were all 
carried to Macon this evening. Few men 
who have suffered from a negro desperado 
as had Captain Ennis would have ever 
lifted a hand to protect them, and in dis- 
charging his duty so faithfully he has won 
commendation from every one.

Constitution, he writes of Genera Bedford 
Forrest, the dashing eavalry leader on the 
confederate side, whose name, along with 
that of Stuart, will go down to posterity 
in song and story. 

General Wolsely thinks the. American

with the pistol oftener than with the sabre. 

After the preliminary discussion General 
Wolsely comes to his subject which he treats 
in two parts, in this interesting way:

General Forrest was born in 1821 of very 
humble parents. He was, therefor, just forty 
when he first donned the soldier’s garb as a 

rivate in the .fTennessee Mounted Rifles.

Early in July t governor of Tennessee 
sent for Forrest and gave him a commission 
to raise a regiment of volunteer cavalry. The 
general officer commanding in the district 
was Bishop Polk, who, relinquishing the cro- 
zier for. the sabre, fought gallantly through- 
out the war until he was killed in June, 1864 
during the Atlanta campaign. In England 
we have had many soldiers who became 
bishops, and several bishops who took the 
field tvhen circumstances required them to 
do so, but General Polk is the last English 
speaking bishop who was killed in action. 

Cut off fro:n all the workshops of the 
north, it was no easy matter for Forrest to 
find arms for his newly raised regiment, 
After some difficulty he succeeded, however, 
not only in buying 500 Colt’s navy revolvers 
in Louisville, but- in carsying them off from 
under the very noses of the United States 
authorities in that city. 

Before many months had passed a whole 
hattalion of cight companies of mounted men 
had been enlisted, equipped and duly armed, 
and they elected Forrest to be their Heuten- 
ant colonel. For the first eighteen months 
of the war the officers in all the confederate 
regiments were elected by the men, a system 
which led to such extremely bad _ results 
that it had to be altered to one of selection 
by the secretary of war upon the recommen- 
dation of the general officers commanding in 
the fleld. 

The first station of this newly-raised regi- 
ment was Fort Donelson, from which place 
companies were sent to watch the movements 
of the federal gunboats on the Cumberland 
and Tennessee rivers, and one squadron was 
sent even tothe Ohio. In their frequent en- 
counters with these and their at- 
tacks upon armed steamers laden with sup- 
plies of all kinds for the northern troops in 
the field, a not ony gained great ex- 
perience himself, but taught his men the du- 
ties of the ‘“‘moss trooper” of old, the mount- 
ed raider of the present age. Many of his 
men were first-rate shots, and he now taught 
the others to become so. As soon as a gun- 
boat opened her ports and came into action, 
so heavy was the musketry fire poured into 
them from parties of Forrest’s men concealed 
on the river’s banks, that very often the sail- 
ors would not stand to their guns, and the 
naval commander upon several occasions was 
only too glad to up anchor and drop down 
stream out of fire. By degrees he taught. his 
men to have confidence in themselves, in tha 


power of their rifles, and to be accustomed to, 
the gheavy ‘shell fire which these gunboats ' 


poured upon them whenever. possible. They 
soon learned to realize that this sort of fire 
was more terrifying and appalling in sound 
than Killing.in its effects. It frightened and 
demoralized’ far more men than it wounder. 

He trained his men to mike war ‘after his

like fashion,-and by the shortest line, prompt- 
ed by the common sense reasoning, that was 
natural to him.. Expedients came to him 
without mental effort, and were adapted to 
meet each particular difficulty: as it arose, 
just as the American engineer of resources 
drives a road or a railway through a howling 
wilderness of woods and rocks and motn- 
tains, hundreds of miles away. from all com- 
plicated contrivances, and often entirely un- 
assisted by: modern: machinery, |

His favorite maxim was: “War means 
fighting, and fighting means killing.” Hence 
it was his track was usually marked with 
blood, and the dead bodies of his enemies 
were the records he left of fierce charges 
down roads and of federal camps or bivouacs 
taken by surprise.

And he will decide upon the entangling 
questions which kave arisen out of this 
great failure. 

That decision will be made in thirty 

‘days—that is a specific provision of the 
agreement—and the money realized from 
the sale of the Ryan stock will be distrib- 
uted at last. 
The validity of the several mortgages 
will be decided upon by Auditor Peeples, 
and to the multitude of creditors his de- 
cision will be of vital interest. 

There is $190,000 now in the hands of 
Receiver Kingsbery to be distributed among 
the creditors. It is but about 20 per 
cent of the full indebtedness of Ryan, but 
an eager fight is being made over it. 

This sum is to be distributed among an 
army of claimants, and many Atlanta law- 
yers will be present at the anditor’s hear- 
ing-to push the claims of their respective 
clients. 

It’s a puzzling question that Mr. Peeples 
bas to decide, and one that incurs no little 
time and worry. 

Mr. Peeples is now in New York, but is 
expected back to Atlanta early next week, 


and immediately upon his return he will be- 
gin the case. 


It will occupy several days but upon 
Mr. Peeples’s dookaiam depends the distri- 
bution of the fought over Ryan money.

The New York Homestead says: “The 
presqnat low value of eggs is soméwhat sur- 
prisiig in the face of. the fact that the Uni- 
ted States does not produce all that they 
require. It is true that last year We export- 
ed 363,116 dozen, valued at $64,259, or nearly 
18 cents per dozen, But we imported’ much 
more largely, in all 1,225,217 dozen, valued 
at $131,161, or 10 8-4 cents per dozen, show- 
ing that the domestic supply was 862,101 
dozen short. This, however, 
compared with - our 
dozen, valued at $2,074,938, in 1890, 
egzs were free of the duty which now, under 
the McKinley bill, is 5 cents per dozen. Of 
our exports we sent 309,436 dozen to Canada 
and the provinces, 19,124 dozen to British 
West Indies, 17,817 dozen to Mexico and 13,- 
185 dozen’to the Hawaiian Islands. Of our 
importS we received 1,115,481 dozen from 
Canada, at a valuation of $125,468,°or 11 1-8 
cents per dozen, and 89,916 dozen, valued at 
$4,993, or 5 3-5 cents per dozen, from China. 
These last are landed at San Francisco for 
the consumption of the large Chinese: popula- 
tion there. However, we are not alone in 
paying out money for eggs, as England and 
Scotland together paid in 1880 $11,000,000, 
and in 1890 no less than $19,125,000, to foreign 
countries, in addition to $8,500,000 to pro- 
ducers of eggs in Treland.’’ :

The Senate Is Afraid. 


The senators of both parttes who do 
not think it advisable to give the silver 
question any more prominence at this 
session, have agreed not to let it come up 
in the senate. They will not even allow a 
vote upon the question of considering 
the free silver bill, when Mr. Morgan 
calls up his resolution, on Monday. They 
will simply begin talking, and talk about 
it at odd times throughout the session, 
without ever voting upon the question of 
the consideration of the bill proper. The 
senate leaders of both parties are afraid 
of the question now. The republicans who 
are for free coinage want to help Mr. 
Harrison and the administration, but are 
afraid to vote against it. Therefore they 
waut to prevent a vote at all. Many dem- 
ocrats .are also opposed to committing 
themselves or the party in the face of 
the fact that they might lose Connecticut 
in the coming election. Then the half 
dozen democratic senators with presi- 
dential bees in their bonnets don't care 
to have to commit themselves now, though 
all at heart favor free coinage. In view 
of these facts, both sides want to stave 
off a vote and such a combination as 
this cannot well be broken, even by the 
bolder senators. 

Silver in the House. 

There are some silver mén in the house 
who are determined never to give it up, 
though the case looks hopeless. 

They are particularly angry at the west- 
ern democrats, who have done so much talk- 
ing about an allegiance with the south, 
who when the time came to show their 
friendship, failed to do so. Of the demo- 
crats of the northwestern states a majority 
voted against silver. Now about two score 
of the enthusiastic silver men have deter- 
mined to make a vigorous fight for free sil- 
ver. They have been driven to the last 
of their line of breastworks. ‘They are des- 
perate and seem determined to set the 
woods on. fire, so to speak, and force the 
opposition to let up or destroy everything. 
They say: “‘Let us have free coinage or 
we will explode a dynamite bomb and 
blow up everything.” 

“We have seventy or eighty. men,” said 
Colonel Livingston tonight, “‘who are de- 
termined to pass a silver bill, cost what it 
may. We have simply made up our 
minds to block all legislation except the 
tariff until the house agrees to vote upon 
the Bland free coinage bill. Yes, we will 
block appropriation bills, everything, and 
keep congress in session right through until 
the 4th of next March, if the goldbugs 
decline to allow me to vote.” 

While Colonel Livingston is firm, it is 
not probable that any great number of 
democrats would resort to such a course. 

Talk for Gorman. 

The friends of Senator Arthur P. Gor- 
man, of Maryland, have commenced boom- 
ing him quite vigorously for the democratic 
presidential nomination. They declare that 
he could be elected by a tremeridous major- 
ity; that he could carry all three of the 
doubtful states beyona question. He would 
be supported by both the Hill and Cleve. 
land people, they say. They are eounting 
on Mr. Hill’s support in the event he is 
not nominated soon after the convention 
meets. The Hill men declare that their 
favorite will be nominated, but in the event 
they should be mistaken, have no hesitancy 
*n stating that Gorman would be the strong- 
est man in the party to nominate.

Mounting for Protection and for Conve- 
nience—Pretty Birthday Gifts. 

There is a pretty and handsome way to 
arrange photographs, where one cares for 
them and does not want the depth of tone 
faded by exposure to the light. 

First, prepare any number needed of 
sheets of rough-surfaced,thick cardboard, al- 
lowing two more than the number of pict- 
ures. In size, the sheets should be four 
inches longer and two wider than the pho- 
tographs. These sheets can be 
of stationerg already cut, and with gilded 
edges, serrited or plain; but one can buy 
the board in: large sheets, cut pieces to 
suit, place them closely together and brush 
them with liquid gilt once or twice, at half 
the price. 

Attach one picture to each card by a

Anecdotes and Reminiscences Gathered 
from the Old Settlers. 


CHURCHES 


THE BUILDING’ OF 


Barly Services—The First Sunday School, 
Old Wesley Chapel—Dr. John 5. 
Wilson—The Sects. 


The origin of churches and the growth of 
religion in Atlanta form quite an interest- 
ing chapter in our early history. 

The first santuary—if the building may 
be so called—in which the settlers gathered 
for divine worship, was the two-story frame 
house of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. lt was occupied during the week by 
the engineer and other employes of the road, 
but on Sunday it was given over to the set- 
tlers for. their religious. exercises. ‘The 
building, which has already been described 
in a former article, .was situated in the 
square now occupied by: the block of Senator 
brown and not far from the site of Mr. 
J. B. Dauniel’s drug establishment. 

The apartment, which was nothing more 
than a mere room, was rather small in size, 
and its seating capacity was not more than 
twenty-five or thirty people. A rough table 
with an oil lamp and u few benches that rep- 
resented an outiay of about ten dollars, 
made up the entire stock of furniture.’ There 
was no pulpit, no carpet, no hymn books aud 
no music—except is the melody of blended 
\ .wea—and the settlers themselves being 
clad in humble attire as became their cir- 
cumstances, were in excellent harmony 
with their surroundiugs. They considered 

‘their accommodations very good, and they 
were satisfied with their “church” until 
they outgrew its dimensions. Lowly in es- 
tate, their worship was of like character; 
a wanted the pure and simple gospel, 
and though it was rarely preached, except 
by members of their own flock, they always 
managed to enjoy their services because 
they ‘were earnest in their. devotions. No 
doubt the infinite God, who measured their 
piety, drew close towards the little congre- 
gation, as near,perhaps, as He does today in 
our rich cathedrals, where 
“pealing anthems swell the note of praise.” 

Tradition is in doubt as to the length of 
time that the settlers continued to hold 
their meeti in. the two-story building. 
Very féw of the old citizens now living 
possess any exact information in regard to 
the circumstances, having moved into the 
place at a later period. Iit-is certain, how- 
ever, that as soon as the “rock building” 
was eompleted by the state road, in the 
same square, their services were held in the 
latter place. The meetings were here con- 
ducted until 1847, when the wealth of the 
community and its increase in population 
became such as to warrant a new building, 
The cost of the new building was not more 
than two hundred dollars, and it was io- 
cated near the t where the va pe

ot" . life of Atlanta began to 
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tinct body of worshipers. They organized 
in the building of the State road, and 
procured the services of Dr. E. W. Speer, 
now living in Athens, as their first pastor. 
They were soon able, on account of their 
numbers and by the assistance of Mr. 
Edwin Payne, the father of Mr. Columbus 
Payne, to raise the sum of $700, with 
which they began to erect a church. Ex- 
thausting their funds, however, before they 
finished its erection, they were left without 
the means to procure benches or 40 buy a 
pulpit. Mr. Norcross, just q% this time, 
came to-their rescue with a wumber of 
slabs ‘from his planing mill, and, with a 
few rough benches thus improvised, they 
were able to seat their congregation and to 
hold services. Among the early pastors 
who preached. to the congregation was the 
Rev. George F. Pierce, who afterwards 
became the eloquent bishop of Georgia and 
one of the chief exponents of Methodism 
in America. The building was called 
“Wesley Chapel.’ It gave way to the 
present edifice in the-year 1870, and the 
corner stone of the new church was laid 
on the 11th of June, as the rock at the 
northeast corner bears testimony. ee

The services of the dedication were held 
in 1858, and the sermon was preached by 
Rev. N. M. Crawford. The first pastor was 
Mr. Charles M. Irwin. Among its congre- 
gation were many influential citizens of 
Atlanta. : 

The First Presbyterian church was or- 
ganized in the little schoolhouse already 
mentioned on the 8th day of January, 
1848, by Dr. John S. Wilson. The lot on 
which the church now stands was bought 
in 1850 for about three hundred dollars, 
and a small brick building was erected 
thereon. The leading men of the- church 
were J. A. Hayden, John Glenn, Reuben 
Cone and William Markham. Dr. Wil- 
son, with the exception of two or three 
ears, was continually the pastor until 
1873, when he died in active service. Per- 
haps no minister, who ever preached in 
Atlan , enjoyed in a fuller degree, the 
love of other denominations 
He carried in his fate 
reach the gospel, and 
when he died he simply breathed himself 
into heaven. ,
